From the 1st of May, 1851 (the date at which the collection of these returns 

menced), to the 31st of December, 1902, the total number of Emicrrants nati 

Ireland — who left Irish ports is 3,921,222, — 2,040,236 males, and 1,880,986 femal 
The following Table (II.) gives the number in each year and shows that the hiaW 
number in any one year, was 190,322, in 1852, and the lowest, 32,241, in 1898. In of 
decade, from 1866 to 1875, the average number of Emigrants, was 74.6G7- in th 
decade, 1856 to 1865, the average annual number amounted to 88,272, and u/the f B 
preceding years, from 1852 to 1855, the number averaged 148,985 annually. I n 1876 tlf 
number fell to 37,587, the lowest number for any of the 26 years, 1851-76. After 187fi 
it increased steadily, but slowly, for three years to 38,503 in 1877, 41,124 in l878 \ l 
47,065 in 1879. In 1880 the number rose to 95,517, hut it fell to 78,417, in 1881 ’ I 
1882, however, an increase of 10,719 took place ; there was a further increase in 1883 i** 
which year the Emigrants amounted to 108,724 ; then a decrease of 32,861 took place’ iu 
1884, compared with 1883, and a decrease of 13,829, in 1885, compared with 1884 
followed by an increase of 1,101, in 1886, and a further increase of 19,788 in 1887 in' 
which year the number was 82,923. After 1887 there was a gradual Annual decline to 
35,895, in 1894 ; in 1895 the number rose to 48,703 ; it then fell to 38 995 in 1896 • to 
32,535, in 1897 ; and to 32,241 in 1898. It rose again to 41,232, in 1899 and to 45 9 R« 
in 1900, and fell to 39,613 in 1901 ; again rising to 40,190 in 1902. ’ ’

Ages of From the following Table (IV. ) which gives the ages of the Emigrants by Provinces 
Emigrants. ^ appears that 81*5 per cent, of the persons who left Ireland in 1902 were between 
the ages of fifteen and thirty-five years, the percentage over that age being 9 - 9, and oi 
children under fifteen years 8'6. The corresponding percentages in 1901 for the three 
age-periods given above, were 80-5, 10‘0, and 9 5 respectively. The percentage of the 
Emigrants in 1900, who were from fifteen to thirty-five years of age, was 82 - 2 ; in 1899 
the percentage was 82-9 ; in 1898 it was 82‘3 ; in 1897, 83 - 0 ; in 1896, 88'7 ; in 1895 
84*7 ; in 1894, 83-1 ; in 1893, 85-0; in 1892, 88-2; in 1891, 82-5 ; in 1890, 81 0 • in 
1889, 797 ; in 1888, 80-1 ; in 1887, 79-8 ; in 1886, 781 ; in 1885, 75-2 ; in 1884 70-5 • 
in 1883,67-9; in 1882, 74‘8 ; in 1881, 76 0 ; and in 1880, 75 7 per cent.

The ages of persons who emigrated from each county, and of persons belonging 
to other countries, who embarked at Irish ports, distinguishing the sexes and conjugal 
condition, are shown in the Table at pages 8-9. The only quinquennial age-period in 
which the females greatly outnumbered the males is that between fifteen and twenty, 
when the n umb er of females was 4,182, and of males 1,715. The quinquennial period 

2o 25 years, furnished the largest number of both male and female Emigrants — the 

persons of this age forming 41*1 per cent, of the entire number of Emigrants. 

Conjugal With reference to the conjugal condition of the 18,893 males who emigrated, 1,955, or 
condition. 10-3 per cent., were described as married men or widowers ; and of the 21,508 females, 
2,941, or 13'7 per cent-, were returned as married or widowed. Of the 16,609 persons 
between the ages of 20 and 25 years, 249 only were married — 44 males and 205 females. 
Destina- With respect to the destinations of the 40,190 natives of Ireland who emigrated in 
Itionsof 1902, 35,472, or 88-3 per cent., went to the Colonies or to Foreign Countries; and 
j Emigrants. 4^18, or 11 - 7 per cent., to Great Britain. The United States of America received 
33,683, or 83 ‘8 per cent., of the number of these Emigrants in 1902, compared with an 
average of 33,249, or 84- 0 per cent., for the four preceding years. The number of 
Emigrants to New Zealand, which had fallen from 322 in L887 to 87 in 1888, rose to 
90 in 1889, and to 126 in 1890. It also showed a small increase in 1891, when 145 
persons left for that Colony ; but fell to 101 in 1892, and to 94 in 1893 ; in 1894 it rose 
again to 114 ; it then fell gradually to 36 in 1898 ; but rose to 56 in 1899, and to 64 
in 1900; it fell again to 66 in 1901, but rose to 74 in 1902. Emigration to 
Canada shows an increase in 1902 compared with 1901, the numbers being 732 in 1902, 
and 569 in 1901. The Emigrants to Australia numbered 496 in 1902, against 595 in 
1901 834 in 1900, 1,005 in 1899, 837 in 1898, 676 in 1897, 545 in* 1896, 629 in 1895, 
457 in 1894, 511 in 1893, 1,216 in 1892, 1,821 in 1891, 2,338 in 1890, 3,038 in 1889, 
3,110 in 1888, and 3,896 in 1887. The 487 persons who went to “ Other Countries ” 
last year, include 476 who went to South Africa, 9 to Malta, 1 to Spain, and 1 to Belgium. 

In 1902 Emigrants to the number of 33,683 left for the United States. Of this total 
Munster provided 13,928, Connaught 11,281, Ulster 5,328, and Leinster 3,146. Leinster 
contributed 171 of the 496 who left for Australia. Ulster furnished the largest con- 
tingent to Canada — 587 out of a total of 732. 

In 1902 4,718 natives of Ireland left Ireland with the intention of settling 
permanently in Great Britain ; of these 2,690 left for England and Wales, and 
2,028 for Scotland, the averages for four preceding years being 3,125 and 1,691 respec- 
tively ; 58-4 per cent, of the number who went to England and Wales, were Munster 
people, and of the 2,028 who went to Scotland no less than 1,782 were from Ulster, 892 
of these being natives of tbe County of Antrim,
